The Kreni h Itevolutieii was at Its 
bntght. Alter tluowing off the cruel 
bondate of rovallv under which they 

had groaned for eeatariea, the Bhaasih 
people beheaded their old tyrants, the 
aristocrats Tien, the thirst for 
Mead belli: still unslaked, they fell 
to behead ' I a: each other. The "Hi i.:n 

of Terror" r>t in. Rral the revolu- 
tionists aha believed ill higher idenls 
and gentler methods were slain. Then 
lho more rabid revolutionists divided 

into anaeral partloa or factions. naA 
whichevi r fa. tion ehantoed at the mo- 
ment to be BBperaaoat eiecated mom- 
hen of the othors. One leader after 
another arose to outdo his B red a cta 
BBfB in deeds of violence, only to lose 
his own life and power to some still 
more murderous demagogue. 

And the heart and soul of the Reign 
of Terror was Marat. He was a Swiss 
by birth and had at various times 
boon a scientist, a literary man. a 
pbysiclaa and — so rays Cnrlvle— a 
Boras Baeaar. When the revolution be- 
gan he started a paper railed "The 
PVbaad of the People " Tt was prob- 
ably the most scurrilous, bloodthirsty 
thoet ever published. 

The revolution at that time had 
not wholly thrown sanity aside. 
Marat's arrest was ordered. He es- 
caped ami tied to the lowest slums. 
There, hldlii.tr in the sowers and col- 
lars, ho Bpent his time making friends 
with the vile outcasts of the Paris un- 
derworld ard In preaching to them his 
• • i ." '--sa le mu rder. Fro u 
i* wrvotutiac . 
wviio^ew^^B^Trr 1 
hiding with no* plans for deeds of 
violence. Kach time the saner leaders 
denounced him. Hut. soon or late, 
they followed his advice. And thus 
the revolution grew dally Into the 
Reign of Teror. 

At last It became safe for Hand lo 
come wholly out of BBCrnetBB and to 
proclaim aloud, by voice and by his 
newspaper, his id^as for the death of 
his fellowmen. The revolutionary 
leaders feared and hated him. They 
1 eld him In contempt for his squalid 
f'lth and his shrieking clamor for 
blood. Hut they could no longer pond 
him Into hiding. For the worst ele- 
ment of the mob now ruled Paris 
And the mob adored Marat. He grew 
( n power and his most terrible orders 
were obeyed. 

He framed a law by whieh 100,000 
■er.-ons wore arrested on suspicion of 
being false to the revolution. Hun- 
dreds more were guillotined at his 
command. He even gravely eSBMBBBd 
a wish to behead an entire French 
army of 270,000 officers and men. 

With Robespierre and Pan'on (both 
of whom later fell victims to the guillo- 
tine) he formed a triumvira'e to gov- 
ern the French people. For a time he 
was the ruling spirit in ibis combina- 
tion. In vain did his opponents call 
him "sewer rat," and even less com- 
plimentary names. In vain did they 
plot for his downfall. Hy sheer force 
of evil ho crushed all opposition. And 
tho era?y mob slavishly fol'.owed his 
one virtue

It is fever- 
ish and restless, throws oft the bed- 
clothes at night, and screams if 
touched; and one very significant 
symptom is profuse prcspiration, 
especially of the head, so that the 
pillow is always wet. A rickety 
child learns to walk very late, and 
teething is delayed. In some cases, 
children grow very thin; in others, 
they are fat, but the llesh is llabby. 

Much can be done to prevent de- 
formity by keeping the child very 
qaiet If it is allowed to creep 
about or stand, its bones will cer- 
tainly becotae crooked, o ihey arc 
uot strotig enough to do the work 
dennnded of them.
